A former White House 
press aide said last night 
that the Warren Commis- 
sion erred in concluding 
that the same assassin’s 
bullet struck President 
Kennedy and then wound- 
ed Texas Governor John 
Coimally.

It said that the 
bullet from Lee Harvey Os- 
wald’s rifle struck the Presi- 
dent in the back of the neck, 
exited through Ms throat and 
then plowed on through the 
governor’s torso, finally lodg- 
ing in Ms left thigh. 

FRAGMENTS 

After the television inter- 
view for Westinghouse 
Broadcasting Co., Kilduff 
said a former member of the 
Governor’s staff told him 
bullet fragments remain 
lodged in Connally’s left ealf. 

The so-called “single-bullet 
theory” is at the heart of the 
commission’s finding that 
Oswald acted alone in killing 
the P r e s i d e n t on Nov. 22, 
1963. A second bullet, ac- 
cording to the commission, 
hit the President in the head 
and killed him. Another bul- ! 
let missed the car entirely 
. and was never found. ' 

Films of the assassination 
indicate that a maximum of 
only 1.8 seconds could have 
elapsed between the time 
■that the President was first 
struck and the time that Con- 
nally was wounded. 

j Since Oswald’s bolt-action 
rifle could not be fired any 
faster than once every 2.3 
s eco nd s', it could not have 


possibly been fired twice dur- 1 
ing the time in which the 
film indicates both men were 
bit.

But; in the interview, Kild- 
uff dismissed as “pure gar- 
’bags” published theories that 
question the commission's 
basic conclusion that Oswald 
alone killed Mr* Kennedy; 

Kilduff* who flew back to 
W a s h i ii g t o n " aboard Air 
Force One with President 
Johnson and the late Presi- 
dent’s body, also said in the 
interview that “things * . 
happened” on the plane 
| “that could be embarrassing 
to , both the Kennedy# and to 
I the Johnsons*” lie-declined to 
elaborate* 

“I think” Kilduff added, ; 
“some of the old 1960 wounds 
were reopened, rehashed, 
thought about/ and again 
say that this is a direct result 
of, if you will, the intense 
emotional feeling at the time . 

In April, 1964,, Kilduff dis- ;■ 
cussed these events candidly 
with William Manchester, , 
Author of “The Death of the 1 
President,” ' which- was writ- 
ten with the full co-operation 
of the Kennedy family* 

The Manchester book is 
scheduled to be published 
next spring. Kilduff, howev- 
er, cited an agreement be- 
tween Manchester and the 
Kennedy family stating that 
the book, shall not be 
j p u b 1 i s h e d before Nov* 22, 

1 968* unless Jacqueline 

j Kennedy deisgnates a prior 
I date* 

“I have reason to know 
j that Mrs* Kennedy has at no 
| time given either oral or 
| written permission for 
! publication of the book . v ■ *: 
prior to Nov. 22, 1968,” Kild- 
uff continued* “* . * No mat- 
ter how you cut the mustard, 
it still turns out that he is 
violating the basic 
agreement that he signed,” . 

Manchester was traveling 
in E u r o p e and unavailable 


for comment. But his literary 
agent, Donald Gongdon, told 
dthe Washington Post that he 
had a telegram from Senator v 7 
Robert F. Kennedy 
(Deni-N.Y*) releasing Man- 
chester from the 1968 date* 

Through a spokesman, the 
Senator declined to comment 
on Gongdon’s report. 

However, the Senator is 
known to feel that the! 
publication of the book be- 
fore the 1968 elections — 
even in its edited form — 
could prove damaging to 
President Johnson and make 
the Senator’s future relations 
with the White House very 
difficult.
